EJ to review 
marina plans

EAST JORDAN — The 
city plans to make major re- 
pairs and improvements to 
the public marina and com- 
missioners will soon have a 
first look at ideas. 

A draft of drawings and 
preliminary plans will be 
presented to commissioners 
at their Tuesday, Feb. 20 
meeting at City Hall. 

Harbormaster and parks 
director, Tom Cannon, will 
conduct a presentation with 
information provided 
largely by Gourdie Fraser, a 
Traverse City engineering 


firm. The firm has com-’ 


pleted several marina 
projects in northern Michi- 
gan, Cannon said Friday. 

The estimated $1.3 mil- 
lion marina renovation 
would include 30 additional 
slips, up from the current 67 
slips. One dock would be 
designed to accommodate a 
75-foot boat. The present 
marina’s longest dock fits a 
60-foot boat. Shoppers’ 
docks would be-increased to 
make room for approxi- 
mately 15 boats, up from 
four. 

The seasonal waiting list 
for docking showed 10

Continued from 1 
boats in 2006. - 

Plans also include a 
new break wall, utili- 
ties updates, new gas 
tanks, and an im- 
proved walkway along 
the rocky shoreline. 
Steel sheet piling will 
be constructed around 
the pier’s exterior to 
control sand and wave 
motion. Dredging is 
necessary, Cannon 
said. 

Updated features, 
especially utilities, are 
important because the 
newer boats need more 
power than older 
boats, he said.

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- Reporting 
vocabulary 
reads like 
alphabet soup 


NICAR, Newspaper Next, SND, HTML and 
infographics. 

To those who think these are the newest kind of 
alphabet soup, you had better go back to the grocery 
store and ask for your money back. The letters above 
represent a new wave in journalism and one | am 
happy to be a part of. 

NICAR stands for the National Institute of Com- 
puter- Assisted Reporting. This is a compilation of 
reporters, both from papers large and small. who use 
the Internet as well as 
federal databases to 
ferret out information 
for local topics. 

If they are doing a 
story on guns for 
instance, they would tap 
in a firearms database 
and see who ought a 
weapon, what kind and 
whether or not it was 
‘properly registered. The 
information can even go 
down as far as census 
tracts and those locations. 

NICAR, based in Missouri, exists to provide you 
the database stuff, in clean format and also helps you 
dissect the information once it lands on your desktop. 
They are the sponsors of annual conferences where 
“geek-nauts” come together to share tips, exhibit 
their stories and take home new stories for the future. 

Iam a NICAR-ite. When I worked in the non-profit 
field I got out of the organization, in part because the 
information they were offering was not really of any 
use to me. Now I’m back in it — in more ways then 
one. I already have some ideas for the future, but I 
won’t tip my hat just yet. 

Newspaper Next isn’t really a “alphabet soup” 
mixture, but I added it to the list in part because | 
know the person who is traveling around the country 
discussing the topic. 

His name is Stephen T. Gray and prior to working 
at the Christian Science Monitor he was the editor 
and publisher of a small, family-owned daily news- 
paper in my hometown, Monroe. 

The report, which I have downloaded and have 
tucked safely away for future reading, is on how to 
restore growth in the newspaper industry. Sessions 
are being held throughout the United States to 
discuss the report’s recommendations. which were 
developed in the fall of 2006 following a year of 
study and research. 

I think it is an exciting report and several of the 
concepts might be best used in the larger daily 
papers, but there is enough fodder in the report to 
even entice the little weeklies to participate in the 
action. 

And I am pleased in that I know the person doing 
the legwork.

People often talk of the experiences they have at 
foreign countries, basking in the sun and drinking 
juices with little umbrellas. 

Well, this is the same, but only for journalism 
types. The Society for News Design has some new 
and exciting layout designs and tips. as well as a Web 
site complete of what all the daily newspapers look 
like on that day. One could spend hours here reading 
the pages to see how they treated a particular story, 
or reviewing the layout styles they employ. 

I know — I literally spent hours this past Saturday 
morning researching the site, checking out the 
different pages and seeing how those in other coun- 
tries handle our news. It was an eye-opening experi- 
ence and gave me some definite ideas for the future. 

In case you haven’t noticed I like to be adventur- 
ous and on the tip of changing trends. It’s a good 
thing, believe me. 

Those with a Web-based background know what 
HTML stands for. For those who don’t. it means 
Hypertext markup language and — in English — is 
what those who design Web sites use. 

I know that if you type a character wrong or place 
the comma in a wrong place, you are out of luck and 
can spend countless hours trying to figure out your 
mistake. You can’t spell check HTML as easily as 
you can a column or a story and it sometimes causes 
one to run around pulling every last bit of hair on 
their head out. 

Finally, we get to infographics. 

Infographics are just that — informational graph- 
ics. They are short news bites which can entice one 
to read more about the story or move on to something 
more interesting. 

They are nice for the reader, but I am willing to 
venture a guess that they’re not nice for the writer. In 
addition to processing the story, they will also have 
to process the little bullet points, taking more time 
away from writing other stories. 

I think it’s time to cover my can of alphabet soup 
for another time. In the interim, | will try to find 
some more cans so I] can continue to share some 
interesting aspects of my occupation.
